Thinks the Vessel Was Moored Over a 
Mine and Then a Shore Battery 
Fired the Engine of Destruc- 
tion—Havana’s Censor- 
ship—Other News, 


Havana, via Key West, March 2.—With- 
out adding unnecessarily to the flood of 
surmisese conjecture and prophecy con- 
cerning the finding of the court of on- 
quiry, it is fair to say that, as a matter of 
fact, most of the naval officers here and at 
Key West incline to the opinion that the 
court will find that the disaster to the 
Maine was caused by the explosion of a 
floating submarine mine under the for- 
ward port side of the ship. Opinions differ 


as to whether this mine was made of high 
explosives, such as wet and dry gun cotton, 
or ordinary gun powder. . 

Was Fired from Shore Battery. 

Opinions agree, not only as to the ex- 
istence of mines in the harbor, but also 
that this one was laid purposely near the 
buoy where foreign war vessels were di- 
rected to moor and was fired by a flash 
from an electric battery on. shore. 

It is believed barely possible that the 
explosion of the mine was the result of the 
carelessness or ignorance of Spanish officers 
_ In charge of the mine station keys when 
testing the circuit, but that latter sup- 
position is not felt to be probable. It is 
further regarded as settled by the evidence 
before the court that the port side of the 
hull forward was completely blown to 
pieces, and that the only explosion on the 
Maine,. except of isolated cases of fixed 
ammunition, was that of 2,000 pounds of 
saluting powder, stored forward, and of 
which no trace can be found. 

These views are gathered from officers 
who talk with great reserve and only upon 
the assurance that their identity will never 
be revealed. The fact remains that only 
the members of the court of inquiry know 
all the testimony elicited and no one is 
authorized to make public matter in ad- 
vance of the final judgment. 


Surprised at Spanish Investigation. 
A good deal of surprise was expressed by 
Americans here at learning that Spanish 
divers were to be permitted to make an ex- 
amination of the wreck of the Maine, 
 €specially as it was also said that Ameri- 
-. Can naval officers here would give such 
divers -all consistent facilities arfd would 
throw no obstacles in the way of thorough 
Submarine inspection. It was not at first 
understood, as it came to be later, that the 
Spanish search was to be entirely inde- 
Pendent, and that while it was being 
_ Made the American investigation would 
proceed under Captain Sigsbee’s supervis- 
: ion. As understood here, the Spanish reé- 
Quest made immediately after the disaster 
for a joint investigation was promptly re- 
fused at Washington, but after a cabinet 
consultation, it was agreed that the Span- 
lards had a moral and international right 
to discover the cause of the wreck for 
themselves, if possible. Therefore, permis- 
sion for an independent examination was 
granted on the ground, as understood here, 
that it could not be refused to a friendly 
bower in her own harbor. That the per- 
mission was not accorded until after the 
court of inquiry had finished its work 
here and gone to Key West, is regarded as 
Significant. It opens a wide field for spec- 
ulation. 

Some assert that the court now has no 
objection to a Spanish inquiry, for one of 
two reasons: Either the court has suffi- 
cient evidence that cannot be controverted 
by the Spaniards—or after a diligent search 
the mystery remains as deep as ever, and 
the court does not think the Spanish will 
reach a conclusion where the Americans 
have failed. 

May Build a Coffer Dam. 

Of course all this refers principally to 
inspection of parts of the ship other than 
the hull. Until the guns, decks, engines 
and debris of all kinds have been removed 
and the mud has been pumped fom the 
hull, it cannot be examined thoroughly by 
any one. Some good authorities think it 
Will be necessary to build a coffer dam 
around the wreck, piles being driven, etc. 

That any important testimony before the 
court has found its way to the public is 
very unlikely. Some of the witnesses hive 
told certain correspondents of alleged tes- 
timony, but in every case investigation has 
Showed their stories to be wildly improba- 
ble and controverted by known facts or else 
absolutely irrelevant.

While criticising the naval divers for their 
slowness, it must be remembered that, 
theirs is grim, dangerous and difficult work. 
In muddy, foul water, through a mass of 
riven steel, bent iron, shattercd gratings 
and ladders, over upturned hatches, heaped 
up coal, scattered ammunition, guns, ma- 
chinery and electric wires, they must make 
or cut their way. They must exercise great 
care lest their air tubes be severed by 
sharp projectiles. Already many have had 
bad falls in the uncertain light and difficult 
passages. 

Nothing need be retracted, however, from 
the former statement that all the haste 
possible is greatly to be desired. The huge 
weight of the wreck caused it to sink daily 
deeper into the soft mud of the harbor, 
making the task of ralising the vessel the 
more herculean. 

While no outsider is allowed on the 
wreck, the patrol lines are not so rigid as 
formerly, and the boats of visitors are 
allowed to sail close to the upheaved mass 
of debris. 

Strict Censorship Enforced. 

All ideas of censorship is so foreign to 
the American mind that an American can 
scarcely appreciate the difficulty of send- 
ing news from Havana. The Spaniards 
seem equally unable to understand why 
censorship is not exercised in the United 
States. One experience will serve as an il- 
lustration of others of daily occurrence. A 
correspondent prepared an early bulletin: 
ftor cabling, giving such routine § facts 
as could be gathered before 8 o'clock in the 
morning in a city where the official business 
of the day begins at 10 or later. Sickness 
happened to deprive him of his interpreter, 
and he tried to get the dispatch “stamped” 
by the censor in the original English. The 
regular censor happened to be ill, and 
Commandant Norena was acting in his 
place. Norena, who does not know a word 
of English, declined to give his approval 
until the dispatch was shown him in Span- 
ish. The correspondent hunted some one 
up whom he could trust and finally se- 
cured a Spanish version. Norena scruti- 
nized it carefully, crossed out sentences 
perfectly harmless, but which appeared to 
him to contain a double meaning, and after 
eamsculating the dispatch gtamped the 
Spanish version. 

The correspondent took the English and 
‘Spanish copies to the cable office, where 
they were compared by operators who are 
held responsible for their perfect agree- 
ment. The dispatch, finally approved as 
butchered, was then sent. Time consumed: 
Two hours and forty minutes. 

Later in the day the same correspondent 
may lose two hours of valuable time in 
waiting for the censor, who happens to be 
at lunch; while at night the censor may put

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LYNCHER LET LOOSE 
BY INDIANA JUDGE 


Celebrated Casein Which Five Men Were 
Lyached Simply fer Burglary. 


AND YET NO CONVICTION 


Not Known What the Governor Will 
Do Now in the Case. 


THE JUDGE SAID HE COULD NOT PUNISH 


Sensational Proceedings in the Trial 
Which Was Participated in by 
the State Attorney General. 


Cross Plains, Ind., March 2.—There was 
never such a large gathering of humanity in 
the history of Cross Plains as there was to 
hear the closing argument in the trial of 
Hezekiah Hughes, for alleged complicity in 
the southern Indiana wholesale lynching. 

It will be remembered that on the 14th of 
last September at a little town named Cor- 
rect, in Ripley county, this state, five men 
were lynched by prominent people of that 
community because of such outrages as 
burglary, pillaging and general lawless- 
ness, which these five men were believed to 
be guilty of. The men were trapped by 
the sheriff of the county in a peculiar way. 
One of the band of burglars tipped off to 
the sheriff the plans of a burglary which 
was to be perpetrated on a certain night. 
The sheriff with a posse of citizens laid in 
waiting for the burglars and when they 
entered the store captured them. 

They were put in jail and the next night 
a signal was sent by a skyrocket which 
summoned 200 citizens from the neighbor- 
ing country to the town of Versailles. 
Theae 200 men forced their entrance into 
the jail and the five burglars, whose names 
were William Jenkins, Clifford Gordon, 
Henry Schulter, Bert Andrews and Lyle 
Levi were taken out and lynched. 

The test case of the lynchers has been 
on trial here and was closed last night. 

The defendants’ attorneys were Roebuck, 
Cravens and Thompson. The state’s at- 
torneye were Attorney Ceneral Ketcham 
and H. D. MdMulien. 

The state harped a great deal on the 
testimony of Charles Kelly, whom they had 
brought from the reform school at Phila- 
delphia. The character of Kelly was laid 
before Justice Craig in favor of the de- 
fendant. 

While the arguments of Cravens and Roe- 
buck were strong and impressive, that of 
Mr. Thompson was most effective. Prob- 
ably the most sensationa! part of the argu- 
ment was Mr. Thompson’s accusation that 
Governor Mount and Attorney General 
Ketcham had brought Kelly here ¢o ‘esti- 
fy against Hughes on the promise of 
giving him his liberty from the reform 
school. Mr. Ketcham denied this. 

Squire Craig said in rendering his de- 
cision: 

“I have been in the late war, saw men 
wounded, bleed and fall dead upon the bat- 
tlefield, but this is the hardest task that 
has ever befallen me. While I believe 20 
men in that mob are guilty of lynching 
the five men in the Versailles jail, I must 
and do deciare, according to the testimony 
given in this case, that Hezekiah Hughes 
is not guilty.’ 

Attorney General Ketcham, after the de- 
cision was rendered, at once left for In- 
dianapolie, where he will report to the 
governor. It is not known what the next 
move of thé governor will be. 
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Why the Movement Failed.

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He Is Criticised Rather Severely for 
~ Uttering Such a Sentiment 
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SOHOHOLDERS BELIEVED TO BE-OK TOP 


War Department, However, Continues 
To Make Ready for Any Emer- 
gency and Will Have All 
the Fortifications Well 

Equipped. 


Washington, March 2.—(Special.)— 
‘“You may rest assured there will not 
be war with my consent except for a 
cause which will satisfy good men 
here, the nations of Europe and Al- 
mighty God.” 

These words are from the president of 
the United States. They were uttered to a 
man close in confidence, and they can only 
be construed as meaning that the policy 
of the administration is distinctly against 
war. By some of his friends who desire 
to shield the president so far as possible 
from the criticism of the people, it has 
been intimated as a part,.of the presi- 
dent’s policy that there is going to be a 
strong demand for the freedom of: Cuba, 
not, however, as a part of the Maine inci- 
dent, but after that investigating board 
has made its report and the Maine incident 
is closed. These apglogists are making a 
strong effort to hold out hope of positive 
action at some date in the far future, be- 
lieving that by so doing they can shield the 
administration from criticism for its pol- 
icy in the matter of the Maine, for they, 
as well as everybody else, have come to 
the conclusion that:there is no hope of 
anything more than a fmgney settlement 
for the murder of t%e Maine’s men; end 
they are shrewd enough’ to see that some- 
thing is necessary to keep down tthe re- 
sentment of the people. They construe the 
remark above quoted as meaning war as 
a result of future intervention, but every- 
body who has talked with McKinley knows 
there will be no war if he can help it. It 
does not require a prophet to tell what 
sort of intervention will come from this 
administration. Whenever such intervention 
does come, it will be an intervention in the 
interests of those who hold the Spanish 
securities and who have a pipe line to the 
white house. Perhaps on the surface he 
may at some time in the future make a 
bold enough demand for a cessation of 
hostilities in Cuba, but some way will be 
provided by which the interests of the 
bondhoiders will be looked after, either 
through some scheme for Cuba’s purchase, 
or her freedom, with this government un- 
derwriting the debt, or through some other 
means just as effectual. 

A great deal of criticism has been 
shcwered upon one feature of the pres- 
ident’s remarks quoted above. That 
is his evident desire to consult the 
wishes of the nations of Europe as to 
what this country shall do. 

The remark made by Secretary Long, 
which he has been kept busy explaining 
ever since the cabinet meeting yesterday, 
shows only too plainly that it is the de- 
sire of the administration. that Spain 
should, if possible, be found free of all re- 
sponsibility for the wreck of the Maine. 
To be sure, Secretary Long has explained 
that he meant to say that it was certain 
there had been no official participation by 
the Spanish government in the Maine’s 
destruction, and not aS he was quoted, 
‘no Spanish responsibility,”” but this re- 
mark was made for a purpose. In view of 
all the circumstances the trend of his dec- 
laration is regarded as most significant. Is 
is clearly pro-Spanish; nothing more can 
be made of it. This utterance has started 
a movement which may be of great im- 
portance, 

Some of the republican members of the 
house, regarding Long’s statement a dis- 
tinct declaration on the part of the ad- 
ministration of a friendly attitude toward 
Spain, and at the same‘ time discovering 
a purpose on the part of the administration 
leaders in congress to hurry up an ‘ad- 
journment so as to avoid action on Cuba, 
have set about to quietty poll the house 
and pave the way for a revolt. 

Of course no poll of the democratic eide 
is necessary, for the democrats in the 
house do not propose that congress shall 
be adjourned until some action is taken on 
the Cuban question. The republicans who 
are making the poil claim there are many 
on their side of the house of the same de- 
termination. They say they will have 
enough recruits to accomplish the end they 
desire, but such has been the ability of 
these same leaders to control that it is 
natural to doubt how much of this back- 
bone will remain when the time for action 
comes. However, the poll has been made 
today and many republicans have declared 
the strongest opposition to such adjourn- 
ment.

Birmingham, Ala, March 2.—(Special.)— 
There has been a raily of democrats around 
Mr. Bryan all day. 

Birmingham has given 
chieftain an exceedingly cordial reception 
and he has appeared to enjoy it most thor- 
oughly. The train that brought Mr. Bryan 
and party here lett Tuscaloosa at 9 o'clock 
this morning. Fifty or sixty enthusiastic 
admirers fromm Tuscaloosa, Greene and ad- 
jacent counties accompanied him as an es- 
cort. At the depots of most of the little 
towns along the line crowds had accumulat- 
ed with the hope of catching glimpses of 
the future president as the train “olled by. 

At several places, in response to vehem- 
ent and irresistible demands, Mr. Bryan 
stepped out on the platform and saluted the 
people. When Bessemer was reached a 
cold, slow rain was falling, but an immense 
throng of people had assembled about the 
station yard, and cheer after cheer went 
up for Bryan. He came out upon the rear 
platform of the last sleeper, wearing, in 
order to protect himself from the rain, hie 
overcoat and hat, and addressed the people 
for about fifteen minutes. 

Greeted at Birmingham. 

Half an hour afterwards the train pulled 
into the big carshed in Birmingham. fev- 
eral thousand people were crowded in and 
about the shed. As the train stopped a 
hand in the depot struck up the inspiring 
chords of ‘‘Dixie.”” and as the champion 
of the peoples’ rights stepped down from 
the car, the great crowd assembled cheer- 
ed his coming lustily. 

Mr. Bryan proceeded to his hotel, 
after spending an hour in his room, was 
escorted to the Morris cafe, whene a very 
elaborate and delicious lunch was served 
him, the other visitors of note and a num- 
ber of distinguished citizens. 

Judge Springer, former congressman from 
Ifliirois, ex-Congressmen Shelly/ and Den- 
son, of Alabama, and Justice McClellan, of 
the supreme court, were among the guests. 
Mr. Bryan toasted the 200 diners in a hap- 
py speech of a few minutes, and Judge 
Springer responded to a demand wpon him 
with a few felicitous remarks. A public 
reception was tendered Mr. Bryan in the 
hotel parlors during the afternoon. 

His Speech Last Night. 

Tonight Mr. Bryan spoke in the opera 
house. It is a commodious builcing of its 
kind and an admittance charge of SO cents 
was imposed, but notwithstanding every 
seat was filled and the several hundred 
chairs on the Stage were eccupied. Realiz- 
ing that the accommodations were inade- 
auate. Mr. Bryan from the theater en- 
trance addressed for half an hour the hun- 
dreds of people who had gathered about 
there to see him, and they showed their

appreciation most emphatically. 

The versatility of the Man was we.! illus- 
trated in his speeches here and in Tusca- 
joosa. They were of about equal duration, 
both were addressed to the same subject 
and were along identical lines, but he did 
not use a single sentence tonight that he 
had employed the night before. He cover- 
ea the same ground exactly, but he accom- 
plished it in a different way. 

The audience tonight was cordially re- 
sponsive and it was evident his efforts here 
were productive of an abundance of gvo0d 
to the cause he advocates.

New York, March 2.—The courtmartia 
convoked to try Captain O. M. Carter, of 
the corps of engineers, United States army, 
01 charges of conspiracy, embezzlement and 
conduct unbecoming an officer, convened in 
the army building here today.

After the evacuation of 
Richmond he endeavored to make his way 
south with the most valuable papers of his 
department, but at Greensboro, N. C.. was 
turned back by the federal troops and after 
many adventures and much hardship reach.

WHAT OF A WAR OF THE RACES? 


Has the Time Come for the Departure 
of the Latin Before the Anglo- 
Saxon Advance?

Washington, ‘March 2.—(Special.)—If war 
should come— 

As good, loyal Americans—knowing the 
resources of our own country and the con- 
ditions that exist in Spain, and realizing 
that if it Gees come, right will be on our 
side—we cannot, of course, believe that it 
would be much of a war. With the flower 
of the Spanish army hemmed up in Cuba, 
with our navy ready and able to do valiant 
battle upon comparatively equaj terms 
with ‘the navy of Spain, the\possibilities of 
prompt and speedy victory either by land- 
ing an army on Cuban soil or even, as 
is suggested by the plan of General Sheri- 
dan, which has been recalled in the pres-

There is a possibility of iriteresting com- 
plications and results much more import- 
ant than seem to be probable from the 
The important changes 
in the map of the world and the resu-ts 
of greatest magnitude to civilization have 
come from events apparently of little im- 
portance in themselves. And so this pos- 
sibility of war with Spain opens up a 
most interesting fleld of speculation. 

A latter day prophet, speaking long be- 
fore there was anything of this present 
flurry, declared that within a comparative- 
ly short time—two or three centuries, or 
perhaps not so long—there would be but 
three languages spoken in the world. These 
were English, Russian and Chinese. I have 
forgotten the exact scope of territory as- 
, Signed by this prophet to each of the three 
languages, but the basis for his calcula- 
tion was the ultimate triumph of the An- 
glo-Saxon over the Latin races and the 
eiimination of the latter as factors in tue 
make-up of the world. He pointed to the 
decay of Italy and Spain and the mercurial 
temperament of the French with their +sud- 
den changes in-the form of government, 
which, he argued, would some day result in 
the overthrow of the French by their old 
enemies, the Engiish. All of this, he ar- 
gued, is a part of the general scheme 
which wilil in the end result in the domina- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon-Russian-Chinese 
triumvirate. 

This May Set the World Atire. 

Perhaps—who knows—perhaps, this war 
between the great Anglo-Saxon nation of 
the western hemisphere and what remains 
of the once proud monarchy of the Dons 
may prove the entering wedge for that 
great echeme for re-making the world. If 
it should be necessary as a part of that 
war for the American troops to march in 
upon and subjugate Spain there seems 
strong possibility of involving other Euro- 
pean nations. There is no question that 
jealousy of the conquering Anglo-Saxon 
rankles in the heart of the once dominant 
Latin. In a war which looked like a clash 
between the two great races the sympathies 
of Italy and the sympathies of France 
would undoubtedly be with the Spaniards. 

Doubters may ask: “But what of the 
traditional friendship between France and 
America?’ There is nothing but tradition 
to that friendship. It was nothing more 
than a romantic attachment which sprung 
up as the result of the valiant aid which 
one man, LaFayeite, gave to the struggling 
republic in her hour of peril, and was 
strongly influenced, it must be remember- 
ed, by the French antipathy for the Eng- 
lish. No vestige of it remains with the 
French, and if war should come between 
this country and Spain the natural sympa- 
this of the French, if not the open aid of 
the government, would be with Spain. 

Just what alliances Spain has been able 
to make through diplomacy it is impossible 
to say. The chances are that outside of 
the Latin races there is very Hittle sub- 
stance to her alliance. The interests of 
Russia, the interests of England, the inter- 
ests of Germany would all be practically 
one with those of the United States in euch 
a struggle. So far as the great powers 
are concerned, then, Spain occupies an iso- 
lated position. Standing alone against the 
United States, she would de to all intents 
and purposes powerless. Should the other 
Latin races go to her assistance and should 
the contest-assume the phase of a contest 
between the races, the United States would 
have as allies the powers that are powers 
in fact. 

Spain and South American Republics. 

In this connection a highly interesting 
story from Madrid has been regarded as 
of enough importance to call for a denial 
from those whom it invoives. This report 
declares that there is a secret understand- 
ing between Spain and the Spanish-Ameri- 
ean countries of South America by which 
these countries of the new world would be 
found as close allies of Spain. For the 
past six or eight months, so the story goes, 
the Spanish diplomats in the South Ameri- 
can republics have been actively engaged 
in organizing a military and naval cem- 


has the matter progressed that it is claimed 
bx_ some of the Spanish newspapers that 
f these republics, except perhaps Ven- 


] declares that while these South Americans 


are Americans first, they afe Spaniards 
next; and that in the hearts of all the 
Arrerican-Latins is the natural antipathy 
for the Anglo-Saxons 48 exemplefied in the 
yankees of the United States. 

The ruling classes in these Spanish- 
American republics are very proud of their 
Spanish descent. While they are republi- 
cans at home, those who come from aris- 
tocratic Spanish lineage lose no opportunity 
to assert that fact when they get back 
upon Spanish soil. They send their sons 
to Spain to be educated, and when they 
have money to spend upon an European 
tour they go to Spain, their mother country. 

Silly on Its Face.

Perhaps it has not gone as _ (far 
as the Spanish newspapers de- 
clare it has, but there is enough 
to it to give rise to a highly interesting dis- 
cussion, and the story ftself has attracted 
enough attention in the world of diplomacy 
to call forth denials, though not of an offi- 
cial neture, on the part of the representa- 
tives of the Latin-American countries here. 
It is claimed by some of these gentlemen 
who think they know whereof they speak 
that of all the Latin-American republics, 
Chili alone would be at all inclined to 
support Spain as against the United States. 

On the face of #t, this story is silly. The 
people of those republics have too feeling a 
recollection of the weight of Spanish op- 
pression and Spanish*misrule to ever line 
up with the “mother country,’ no mat- 
ter how much their aristocratic leaders 
might favor such alliance; and as for that, 
the men who direct affairs in those pros- 
perous republics in our sister America 
know too well the meaning of the Monroe 
doctrine to admit of their being fooled by 
any latter day interpretations by Spanish 
diplomats. |

Washington, March 2.—The decision of the 
Davy department to send two ships to Cuba 
with Supplies for the suffering reconcen- 
trados caused some commotion in official 
circles today until the real purport of the 
visit of the ships came out.

About the Dauntless. 

Both the state department and the de- 
partment of justice have received consid- 
erable detailed information‘ relative to the 
alleged filibustering steamer Dauntless. This 
is accompanied by the suggestion that the 
vessel might be libeled under the navigation 
laws for concealing her name, and under 
the neutrality laws for carrying war mate- 
rial to the Cubans. The correspondence 
began on January 17th last, and covers 
much data on the past record of the Daunt- 
less. It states that the middle of January 
last the Dauntless was hovering between 
Florida and Georgia ports for the evident 
purpose of eluding detection so as to get 
away with a filibustering party for Cuba. 

The intimation was convoyed to the de- 
partment of justice that this purpose was 
so clear that it would be a wse precau- 
tion to place a deputy United States mar- 
sha] or deputy collector of customs on 
board the ship. A. memorandum recites 
the basis of suspicion of the Dauntless. 
It states that in the case of the United 
States vs. John D. Hart, recently approved 
by the court of appeals, the testimony 
of one witness was that the Dauntless had 
painted out her name in order to avoid 
recognition while taking supplies for the 
Gatation from the island of Navassa to Cu- 
ba. The testimony of this witness is g:ven 
in detail. He says the supplies. were first 
brought from the United States to Navassa 
on the Laurada, where they were 
transferred to the Dauntless. He says he 
noticed that the word “Dauntless” ap- 
peared on the buckets, handles and yawis 
of the vessel, but that the name on the 
bow was covered with a plece of canvas 
and the name on the ‘stern was painted 
out. For thie alleged offense against the 
navigation laws it is pointed out the 
Dauntless has never been prosecuted, and 
it is claimed to be a continuing offense for 
which she is now subject to libel. The 
memorandum also cites another instance 
ocurring last May, when it is stated that 
the United States cruiser Marblehead over- 
hauled the Dauntiess. Thereupon, it is 
stated, the Dauntless threw over her car- 
go, ‘‘as witnessed by the officers of the 
Marblehead.” It is also stated that the 
Dauntless has been known to anyply for 
clearance from Florida ports when she 
had on board cargoes consigned ‘‘to the 
president of the Cuban republic.”’ Th's 
material, already in the hands cf. the au- 
thorities here, will be supplemented by 
additional information bearing on the re- 
cent movements of the Dauntless, although 
it is said that the showing already made 
suffices for action against the vessel.

Bat Little Light Thrown Upon Spartan- 
burg’s Horrible Tragedy. 
WAS BIVINGS A .MADMAN ? 


Declared Trimmier Had Insulted His 
Wife and He Had To Die. 


PUBLIC OPINION IS HELD IN ABEYANCE 


Coroner’s Jury Had Little Testimony 


That Makes the Case Any Clearer 
Than It First Appeared. 


Spartanburg, S. C., March 2.—(Special.)— 
It has been many years since this commu- 
nity was shocked as it was yesterday af- 
ternoon over the tragedy which ended in 
the death of Thomas J. Trimmier and the 
incarceration of Dr. Sydney J. Bivings. 

The coroner’s jury did not bring out 
much evidence as to the cause of the 
shooting, but only the facts that occurred 


during the fatal two minutes that passed 


after Dr. Bivings entered Trimmier’s 
bookstore until the time that Trimmier was 


dead. 


At 2:45 p. m. Dr. S. J. Bivings walked 
into the store and went toward the back, 
where Mr. Trimmier was busily engaged 
with a gentieman named Mr. W. J. Gray 


on some business transaction concerning 


theatrical printing. Dr. Bivings, on reach- 
ing the step leading to Mr. Trimmier’s pri- 
vate office, opened fire on Mr. Trimmier 
with a revolver in each hand. He fired 
three times, two shots taking effect. It is 
said that he referred to some insults offer- 


ed his wife during this tragic time, and 


that Mr. Trimmier asked, “‘What do you 
mean?” Directly after the shooting Mr. 
Trimmier fell forward and was supported 
by ‘Mr. Gray. Mr. Trimmier had no weap- 


on on his person. 


Mr. Cam Trimmier, hearing the shots, 
rushed back from the front of the store 
toward the office. Dr. Bivings secing him 
approach told him to halt and fired one 
shot at him, the ball taking effect in Mr. 
Cam Trimmier’s hand and ranging up the 
wrist, inflicting a painful wound. 

Immediately after the shooting Dr. Biv- 
ings walked out of the store door and ex- 


claimed that no one could f@sult his wife 


and live. 

Dr. Bivings surrendered. 

All parties to the deplorable event are 
reticent, and under advise of his lawyers 
Dr. Bivings refuses to give his plea in 
full, but enough jis known to make sure 
that it was an insult which he believed 
Trimmier offered Mrs. Bivings, who is a 
most excellent woman.

Eatonton Is One of Geergia’s Strongest 
Home Centers. 


WAS BORN OF AN INSPIRATION 


Her Sons Have Served in Every War 
of the Country. 


FURNISHED STATESMEN AND JURISTS ALSO 


Material Work Accomplished and 
Contemplated—Enterprising 
Citizenship. 


Eatonton, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—Tho 
old historic town of Eatonton was lald out 
in 1807 and named for Major Eaton. 

It is strange how ignorant most people 
are, or how indifferent upon matters of lo- 
cal history. Every school child m Putnam 
knows that Romulus and Remus founded 
Rome and that it was named for one of 
them. But how few of the natives of the 
little city know who was Major Eaton. 
From the days of the crusades until the 
first years o fthis country Algerian pirates 
levied blackmail, captured ships and en- 
Slaved passengers in the Mediterranean 
despite of the fleets of Europe. But when 
they interfered with vessels of our yeung 
republic and its citizens, quick work was 
made of them and a final end of piracy on 
the middle sea, In 1802, to punish outrages 
as above, the gallant Decatur was sent 
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with a few naval vesels; and Major Eaton, 
then United States consul at Tunis, raised 
a force, almost entirely by his personal 
exertion, marched across the desert sands 
and while Decatur invested Tripoli by sea 
Eaton did the same by land. The city sur- 
rendered and the world was forever re- 
lieved of the ravages cf Algerian piracy, 
His Name Was Honored. 

Filled with admiration for the services 
of this distinguished soldier the early fa- 
thers of the hamlet named that new town 
Eatonton in his honor. It was a border 
town at its beginning, for the Creek In- 
dians were but twelve miles from its bor- 
ders. But its citizens were full of life and 
energy and from the first wielded an influ- 
ence in the commonwealth and always pa- 
triotic. A few years after its settlement 
the county sent two full companies to the 
war of 1812—one commanded by Captain 
Adams, of General Floyd’s brigade, distin- 
guished itself in the battles of Antossee 
and Calybbee against the Creeks and Brit- 
ish. 

In 1836 two more companies volunteered 
for the Seminole war, and the Georgia bat- 
talion was commanded by an Eatonton sol- 
dier, Colonel] Mark A. Cooper. In the late 
war the record of the town and county is 
well known, placing in the confederate 
service more soldiers thain there were 
veters. 

After the lands beyond the Ocmulgee were 
open, Putnam sent forth her citizens. She 
sent to Macon the Hardemans, the Sparks, 
the Napiers, the Comers, the Holts, the 
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Lamars and many more of its founders. 
To Columbus the Chambers, the Flewy!l- 
lens, Alexanders, the Hines, the Flournoys, 
the Chappells, and Hunts. She furnished 
from one family (Lamar) a president of 
Texas, a judge of the superior court, a 
serator and justice of the United States 
supreme court. The late Chief Justice Da- 
vid Clopton, of Alabama, was an Eatonton 
boy. The present chief justice and one of 
the associate justices of Missouri are from 
Eatonton and the old town is still holding 
her own. 

Judge Turner, of the convict commission, 
and Speaker Jenkins, of the house, have 
their homes here. 


In the Literary World. 


In the literary world there was born here 
a gentleman whose reputation Is not con- 
fined to Georgia or the union, but whose 
name is as familiar in ‘he homes of E'ng- 
land and continental Europe as i?t is in 
those of his native place, Joel Chandler 
Harris. He has made his way to eminence. 
His schoolmates here talk much of him. 
tell of his invariable good temper and 
amiability, of his keen wit, his love of 
mischief and his ardent desire for knowl- 
edge—reading every book and old or new 
newspaper he could get; always modest and 
retiring as a boy, as he is now at the 
height of fame. Some years of his youth 
were spent at the heme of the late Joseph 
A. Turner, who is editor of The Coun- 
tryman, at his place, Turnwold. Mr, Tur- 
ner hirsself was a great lover of books and 
young Harris had the pleasure of reveling 
in his favorite pastime—that of reading. 
Long hcevurs in the library, long sunny days 
on the plantation, long talks with the old 
negroes, until he knew every tree and 
flower, the notes of every bird and cry of 
every animal and peculiar trait of character 
and speech of the negro. Here he garnered 
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The little cottage in which he was born is 
no more; the spring from which he drank 
(is dry, but the memory of the man is as 
fresh in the hearts of his friends as was 
once its crystal waters. 

Right here it may be of interest to men- 
tion an incident in the history of the town. 
There stood until last year a church build- 
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ing, owned by and worshiped in, for over 
half a century, by the whole community 
of all denominations. For years it was 
used for Fourth of July orations, political 
debates, Masonic festivities, etc. In 1833 two 
young lawyers, Charles P. Gordon und 
Mark A. Cooper, called a railroad meeting 
of the people. Some attended really inierest- 
ed, most trom curiosity. SpeecNes were 
mad and a resolution adopted to cail a con- 
vention to take steps looking to the secur- 
ing of a charter tor building 4 railroad. 
Tnat convention met the same year in this 
ola church, Thirty-tnree coun ties 
were represented, and Hon. William 
was elect- 

chairman, convention 
appointea a committee to present tne mat- 
ter before the legislature. ‘he result of 
wnich action was the charters of the Cen- 
tral and Georgia roads. ‘the latter was to 
run trom Augusta to Eatonton and trom 
here to the Chattahoochee river, near the 
then frontier town of Decatur. Latonton 
not being on the direct line was eft out. 
To Charies P. Gordon, uncle of General 
Gordon, whose remains lie in the oid cem- 
etery here, is due the credit of inaugurat- 
ing a movement which has added so much 
to the development and wealth of the state. 


The Town Is Growing. 


Eatonton has never been on a boom, but 
for the past ten years it has been steadily 
growing, which is very noticeable. What 
Was a few years ago the hunting ground for 
the Nimrods of the town is now the site of 
beautiful residences. Many improvements 
have been made in the old homes and in 
the store buildings, which are now quite 
attractive. Within the last year two new 
churches have been built, a Baptist and a 
Presbyterian, both handsome and modern 
churches, 

Putnam county can boast of two things 
in which it is not surpassed by any other 
county in the state except those which have 
the six largest cities in them; that is, its 
public road and public school system. Un- 
der the management of the board of edu- 
cation and our efficient commissioner, Mr. 
W. B. Dennis, the school system is near- 


ing perfection and now good schoolhouses, | 


commodious and well equipped, are found 
in every district of the county. 

No person who has ridden five miles out 
of the town will doubt the perfection of 
Putnam’s road system. The roads are 
splendid from one end of the county to the 
other, and now adjoining counties are 
adopting a similar system. 

Just six months ago our waterworks sys- 
tem was completed, costing $27,000. Woat 
an advantage and pleasure it is to have 
clear and pure water and in abundance. 

One enterprise attracts another, and fol- 
lowing this is the electric plant, completed 
in November, costing $25,000. This plant 
has a capacity of 160 horse power. The 
machinery has all the very recent improve- 
ments and Eatonton can boast of being 
tne only city in the state which ‘!.as the 
inclosed are light. -The plant is situated 
on Little river, three miles from town. It 
is estimated bv a conservative citizen that 
in the vicinity of Hatonton there ‘s access 
to water power amounting to 1,000 horse 
power. 

A grist mill is now being constructed 
which will begin operations in six weeks. 
it will do milling in transit and proposes 
to grind 200,000 bushels of grain a year. 

Factories Now Ahead. 

These improvements have onened_ the 
eyes Of ovr citizens and their success has 
encouraged an effort to locate a factory 
here. The city authorities are enthusiastic, 
and headed by the mayor, Hon. Robert A. 
Reid, they are willing to lend the weight 
of their influence to anything that will add 
to the improvement of the city. The mayor 
is an enthusiastic and energetic man-—a 
representative Putnamite. His grandfather 
was one of the pioneers of this county, a 
man of great force Of character, and his 
descendants have always been men of in- 
fluence in the history of the county. 

The oldest merchant—not in years, but 
in business—is Mr. Robert Young. Born in 
the north of Ireland of sturdy Scotch- 
Irish ancestry, he possesses all the best 
characteristics of that brave and intellec- 
tual race, perseverance, integrity and re- 
ligion. In a quiet and unassuming way. 
he has endeared himseif to the people and 
no citizen is more highly regarded or bet- 
ter beloved than he. 

Among those who have cast their fortune 
with the community is Mr. B. W. Hunt. 
cashier of the Middle Georgia bank. Born 
in Duchess county, New York, of a fam- 
ily which dates back to the earliest colo- 
nial years; reared in a county noted for its 
dairy production and fine stock, and trained 
to splendid business habits in New York 
city, he has followed his tastes engendered 
by his early surroundings. He was the 
first to import blooded stock. both cattle 
and horses, here and has so impressed his 
views in this line upon the people that there 
is hardly a cow or horse in the county that 
is not more or less thoroughbred. He has 
also given much attention to fruit grow- 
ing and now has 50 acres in orchards and 
vineyards, which is a successful enterprise. 
Mr. Hunt is a man Of extensive travel. 
of highly cultured literary attainments and 
in every respect a most delightful acquaint- 
ance. In fact, this town is full of gentle- 
men of worth and character, but my limited 
space prevents my mentioning only a few.

The Seaboard Air-Line People Opening 
Up a New Country. 


LINE FROM LAWRENCEVILLE 


Will Go Through a Rich Country to 
( Logansville. 


AND GIVE ANOTHER ROUTE TO BUFORD 


To Be Followed by an Extension to 
Covington, Which Will Give South 
Georgia Connections. 
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Lawrenceville, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)— 
The civil engineers of the Seaboard -Adr- 
Line railroad are locating the Loganville 
branch railroad to be built from this point 
to Loganville. They have located the line 
from Loganville to within one mile of this 
place. The expense of grading will be very 
light from Loganville to within three miles 
of Lawrenceville. These three miles, how- 
ever, will be quite expensive, as there will 
be considerable grading to do, especialy in 
and about Lawrenceville. They expect to 
get the new road in operation for the fall 
business. 

The intention is to run an accommodation 
train from Loganville to Atlanta, which 
will do all the local work between these 
points. It will be a standard grade and 
will connect with the Seaboard Air-Line at 
some point near the incorporation of this 
Place above town. The Loganville people 
have contracted with the Seaboard Air- 
Line to do the grading and furnish the 
crossties and the Seaboard Air-Line will 
do the rest. ; 

Several of Buford's enterprising citizens 
are negotiating for the extension of this 
road to that place, which the Seaboard Air- 
Line will do if the Buford people will 
make them the same proposition made by 
Loganville, viz: to grade the road and 
furnish the crossties. There is consider- 
able complaint from Buford on account of 
rates charged at that point by the South- 
ern railway. They are shipping consider- 
able freight, it is reported, from eastern 
points via. the Seaboard Air-Line to Da- 
cula, Ga., and hauling it from the latter 
point to Buford through the country, a 
distance of about ten miles. They claim to 
Save money in this way. The several large 
tanneries and harness factories at Buford 
make the freight rates at that point a 
considerable item and it is not at all un- 
likeiy that the anticipated railroad from 
Lawrenceville to that point will be built. 

It is almost a foregone conclusion that 
when the line between this place and 
Logariville is built that it will be extended 
to Covington, connecting there with ‘he 
Georgia railroad and the Macon and Cov- 
ington railroad. 

It is only eighteen miles from Loganville 
to Covington and the country is almost as 
‘evel as a prairie, besides being an exce!- 
lent farming section. This will be a great 
feeder to the Seaboard Air-Line, besides it 


| will give them a shorter route to all south 


Georgia points. By this short cut from 
Lawrenceville to Covington, a distance of 
twenty-eight miles, they would save having 
to go around by Atlanta to Covington, a 
distance of about sixty miles or more. 


State Normal School Opens.

State Normal school opened its regular ses- 
sion here this morning at 9 o’clock with’ 
an attendance of over one hundred at the 
first calling of the roll. Quite a number 
arrived since then, twenty-six teachers 
coming in on one train. 

President Bradwell says that this is the 
most prosperous opening the State Nor- 
mal school has ever enjoyed, and that the 
promise of success during the year is 
brighter than ever before,

Side by side with the article on which 
we are commenting, we find another in 
which the declaration is made that the 
proposition to restore silver to its old 
place in our currency by means of free 
coinage “IS THE BIGGEST AND BOLD- 
EST BUNKO GAME EVER PLAYED 
AGAINST A FREE AND (AN) INDE- 
PENDENT TEOPLE.” 

Now, the man who makes that state- 
ment—who deliberately declares that 
the democratic party is a party of bunko 
steerers, engaged in promoting “the big- 
gest and boldest bunko game ever played 
against a free and (an) independent peo- 
ple,” has no more business to be discus- 
sing democratic tests (except as an Op- 
ponent of democracy) than Marcus A. 
Hanna. If what he says is true, it must 
naturally follow that those democratic 
leaders who indorse and are willing to 
further this game (including, of course, 
the distinguished citizens who are can- 
didates for the democratic nomination 
for governor) are bunko steerers. Is 
the editor of The Telegraph willing to 
support bunko steerers, or to counte- 
nance a party that has pledged itself to 
promote and encourage “the biggest and 
boldest bunko game ever played against 
a free and (an) independent people?”

Such outrages as the ap- 
pointment of negro postmasters over 
white communities appeal with equal 
clamor for consideration and redress at 
the hands of the members of the cab- 
inet; but instead of receiving some at- 
tention from these guardians of the pub- 
lic welfare, they are brushed aside with 
indifference or contempt. The wrongs

had) been their foes in times of war and 
the/same flags were draped over all. 

The men of the blue had possession of 
the city yesterday. They met at the Mad- 
dox~& Rucker hall in the morning, and 
unti! 11 o'clock last night they were in 
session. The oceasion was the tenth an- 
nnal encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic of the department of Georgia, 
including South Carolina. New officers were 
elected at the business session which lasted 
all day. 

The campfire was held at night. It was 
not a yankee camp fire gathering, but was 
made up of Confederate Veterans, Sons of 
Veterans, Daughters of the Confederacy and 
federal soldiers of the Grand Army. There 
was not a clash of feeling or a jar of senti- 
ment to mar ‘the perfect harmony and 


peace of the meeting. 

The large hall was profusely decorated 
with flags of the union draped together 
with the confederate battle fag and with 
the flag of Georgia. A Cuban flag hung 
side by side with the stars and stripes. 
The hall was hung with bunting and the 
stage was decorated with the starry em- 
blem of liberty. The Fifth regiment band 
furnished the music for the occasion. 

Plea for Soldiers’ Home. 

The feature of the camp fire was the 
stirring appeal made by General Mack, a 
union veteran, for the preservation of the 
Georgia solders’ home. He begged in elo- 
quent terms that ‘the home be Maintained 
and not allowed to go to ruin. 

“I have always felt proud of Georgia,”’ 
gaid he, “until this morning, when I felt 
ashamed of the state to learn that you 
were leiting the soldiers’ home go to ruin; 
that your legislature would not give money 
to maintain a home for the men who 
shed their blood for the state. For God's 
sake, do not allow that home to be so‘d. 
Maintain it and never let a brave southern 
veteran walk your streets a beggar or live 
in need.’’ 

The camp fire was presided over by Mr. 
C. T. Watson. Major Smyth delivered the 
address of welcome to the visiting dele- 
gates and to General Gobin, the command- 
er-in-chief, and General Mack. In eloquent 
words he spoke of the war and of the re- 
united people. He welcomed glfdly the 
visitors to Atlanta, and said that»: he re- 
gretted that he could not more fully ex- 
press the feeling of weicome felt for them. 
Governor Atkinson was unable to attend 
the camp fire, but a long letter from him 
Was read by Mr. Watson expressing his 
regret. Mayor Collier could not. attend on 
account of illness, but his place was filled 
by Alderman Mayson. Mr. Mayson made a 
splendid speech, illustrating the spirit of 
Atlanta which has made it such a wonder- 
ful city. 

Colonel Hemphill Speaks. 


Colonel] Hemphill, who was called upon 
to speak, made a very enthusiastic re- 
sponse. He assured the visitors that they 
would never receive a warmer welcome 
than in Atlanta. He commended the action 
of President MeKinley in reference to the 
Maine disaster, and said that he believed 
the president would do right. 

“But,’’ said Colonel Hemphill, ‘‘while he 
is doihg right’*to go slow and to determine 
the cause of the catastrophe, I believe that 
if it should be found that it was caused 
by Spanish design we should have war. 
And I want to say on the part of the men 
who wore the gray that if we should have 
war there are no men who would more 
quickly or more bravely fight for their 
country than the confederates who have 
already shed their blood for thejr convie- 
tions. I am proud or the stars and stripes, 
I want it, wherever it floats, to be an em- 
I am glad you have put it 
by the side of the Cuban flag tonight. 
That Cuban flag should be under our pro- 
tection. 

“Commander Gobin, I had the honor, 
when a mere boy in the army, to fire the 
Signal gun which began the bloody battle 
of Gettysburg. In a few minutes I re- 
ceived a terrible wound and 1 shed my 
blood there on the soil of your native 
State. It was the blood from a heart that 
beat for the south and from the veing of

Organization, the board of county com- 

missioners held its regular session yes- 
terday in the afternoon. The change from 
the morning hour was necessary since three 
of the members of the board are lawyers, 
and the courts, which always convene in 
the morning, frequently prevenied these 
members from meeting with the board. All 
the sessions of the board, in the future, will 
be held in the afternoon. 

The session yesterday afternoon was an 
important one, and several matters of pub- 
lic interest were discussed. One of the 
features of the session was the presence of 
all four of the justices of the peace of the 
city, who asked that the county appro- 
priate $25 “each to them for the purpose of 
paying rents of the justice courtrooms. 
Just after the board was called to order 
by Chairman Walter R. Brown, Justices 
Bloodworth, Orr, Foute and Landrum en- 
tered the commissioners’ room. Justice Orr 


f OR the first time in the history of its 


sired to present the board for its consider- 
ation. The petition, which was then read, 
is in full as follows: 

“To the Honorable Board of County Com- 
missioners: Gentlemen—We, the undersign- 
ed justices of the peace in the city dis- 
tricts, respectfully petition your honorable 
body to allow us $25 each per month to pay 
rents of courtrooms, dockets and supplies. 
Our fixed compensation is from $85 to $110 
per month each, and this is for the use of 
the county, and all supplies become the 
property of the county as soon as they are 
written up. We furnish our courtrooms 
and pay ad valorem taxes on the property 
and furniture. The amount asked for is 
less than the monthly rents of either that 
is paid for the courtrooms.”’ 

This petition, which was signed by all 
of the city justices, was referred by the 
board to the finance committee, of which 
Judge E. B. Rosser is chairman. 


Justices Are Poorly Paid. 


Justice Orr stated to the board that the 
public knew nothing of the small amount 
the justices received from the conduct of 
their courts. He said the office paid but 
very little, not more than $1,000 per an- 
num, which also included all expenses. 

“Lt ‘think the board off comm '‘ssioners 
should pay us the $25 asked,’’ said he, “as 
the county furnishes the other county 
officers good offices, pens, ink, papers and 
even pays for their ice in summer and coal 
in winter.” 

Justice ‘Rloodworth declared that the 
amount received from the justice courts 
has been greatly exaggerated by the pub- 
lic and he emphasized what Justice Orr 
had said. 

“We only ask for $25 per month,” said 
Justice Bloodworth, “If ahe county will 
grant our petition, we will be satisfied.” 

Justice Orr stated that the justices re- 
ceived nothing scarcely from insuvivent 
court costs, and that he distinctly remem- 
bered that a justice Was once evicted be- 
cause he could not pay his courtroom rent. 
Speaking of this incident, he continued: 

“That occurred right here in Alinta, 
and I remember seeing the court put our 
on the street and the machinery of the 
law stopped. It is wrong for us to pay all 
the costs, when we furnish the county 
many of its convicts, and are instrumental 
in putting revenue into the treasury of the 
county. | worked two weeks on the Bank- 
stoh case; summoned many witnesses and 
heard a vast amount of evidence, but I dhki 
not get a cent for all of that work. I 
worked on the Gaston case many weeks, 
but never one cent did I receive for this 


work.”’ 
Too Many Lunatics. 


Commissioner Forrest Adair gtated to the 
board that he had received a cumananice- 
tion from County Physician McDaniel 
showing that nine lunatics WweTe confined 
in the county jail. He said: : 

“With Dr. McDan‘el I visited the jail, 
and I found a convict stored away in 
nearly every corner of the prison. here 
are no facitiities for separating these per- 
sons only by seattering them throughout 
the jail and it is an outrage that these 
unfortunate persons must be kept in jail 
after the ordinary adjudges them crazy. 

“JT am going to recommend that the six- 
teen lunatics now confined be sent to 
Milledgeville. Fuiton county js the only 
county in the state that cares for its luna- 
tics as we do at the almshouse, and I do 
not believe it is a just item of expense. 50 
soon as the facilities are increased at 
Milledgeville I will urge that these persons 
be sent down at once, as lI do not believe 
we shoukl continue to care for them. 

Candidates Who Present Claims. 

An interesting question came up hefore 
the board while the vacancies caused by 
the resignation of several road commission- 
era were being filed. 

When the name of a Mr. Abbott 
suggested as a candidate for the office of 
district road commiss:‘oner some one asked 
if he did not have a claim against the 
county for injury to a mule. 

“I don’t care if he has a claim against 
the county,” said Commissioner Pa‘mer. 
“If he has, and the claim is a just one, 
it should be paid, and this fact should not 
debar him from being appointed a road 
commissioner.” 

Heretofore it has been understood that 
when a person puis in a claim against the 
county this action debars him from 
any appointment in the future. W hile 
there is no written law on the subject, the 
precedent has been followed, it is said, from 
the earliest organization of the board. The 
matter was referred to a committee yes- 
terday afternoon, and it is possible that 
in future a new precedent will be estab- 
lished. 

Many minor petitions, the regular stand- 
ing committee reports and routine work 
consumed the remainder of the séasion. 
The Whitehall! street and Edgewood avenue 
matter was not discussed in any way.

in the field, politics in DeKalb county is 
beginning to get very warm. Besides those 
named there are many more politicians 
who want office. Two places to be filled 
by elections this year have not yet develop- 
ed opposition to the incumbents; 
they are the clerk of the court, now held 
by Mr. H. H. Burgess, and county treas- 
urer, filled by Dr. J. L. Johnson. 

The hottest fight will probably be for 
sheriff of the county. The candidates for 
this place each can count his support and 
show according to his figuring just how 
many votes he will get and how he will be 


ITH three candidates for the state 


elected. The candidates for the place are 
Gheriff Henry C. Austin, the incum- 
bent: Tom Anderson, C. H. Tally, Jasper 


Jenkins, Tom Greene and W. O. Steele. 

Every part of the county has its candi- 
date and all of them are counting on un- 
divided support from their respective sec- 
tions. The office is one of the most desir- 
able in the county and pays more than any 
other. 

Senatorial aspirants are springing: up 
rapidly. Two\new men who have not here- 
tofore figured in the politics of that dis- 
trict have entered the race for the senate; 
they are Mr. T. J. Riptey and Dr. H. M. 
Smith. Colonel W. M. Morrison, who has 
represented the county in the house, ié 
also a leading candidate for the senate. 

Three new men are in the race for the 
house and the political pot will boil while 
they are running. The candidates are as 
follows: Frank H. Gordon, James M. 
George and Dr. J. W. Mayson. 

Mr. I. N. Naeh, the present tax collector, 
will have opposition in the person af J. H. 
Q. Baker, of Edgewood; and Tax Receiver 
I. lL. Teat will be opposed by F. L. Hug- 
gins. Captain R. L. Barry is making the 
race for clerk of the house of representa- 
tives. 

It was reported some time ago that the 
voters of Stone Mountain would put out an 
independent ticket for county offices, prin- 
cipally on the county seat issue, but as yet 
no action has been taken. During the fight 
before the house the two representatives, 
Mr. Morrison and Mr. Henderson, were di- 
vided and in the game of winning votes in 
the coming eleccion it will be a case of see- 
saw with them. 

A strong argument urged against the 
present holders of office in the county is 
that they have held office long enough. It 
is said that all of them have been faithful 
and able, but that they ought to get out 
and give somebody else a chance. 

Canvassing for votes has begun and js 
growing in interest every day. In a short 
time the candidates will be making 
epeeches from every stump.

| CHARGES FROM BOTH SIDES. 


Saloon Men and Policemen Into Lively 
Wrangle—A Case in Police 
Court. 


A saloon keeper on Peters street and 
two police officers have become involved 
in a lively controversy which has found 


its way into the police court and the board | 


of police commissioners. 

Saloon Keeper Abe Humphries, of No. 191 
Peters street, has been arrested for disor- 
derly conduct and using profane language, 
and Patrolmen W. D. Key and J. T. Kil- 
patrick have had charges preferred against 
them by John Humphries, a brother of the 
saloon man. The charges against the offi- 
cers are “drinking while on duty and Iinter- 
fering with the business of Abe Hum- 
phries.”’ 

The case against Abe Humphries was 
called in the police court yesterday after- 
noon. Lawyer Ed Robinson, representing 
Humphries, said he objected to the legal 
summons because the nuames of the mayor 
and city clerk were printed and not signed 
by the city officers as prescribed by law. 
The recorder quickly replied: . 

“Then I will postpone this case until t 
morrow and have the summons re-served.’’ 

Mr. Robinson consulted with his client 
and then stated that they would waive the 
objection. But Judge Andy said that he 
would postpone the case anyhow. 

The arresting officers, Key and Kilpat- 
rick, state that Humphries was arrested 
because on night before last he cursed and 
abused them when they ordered a lot of 
drunken women to disperse, who were as- 
sembled in the alley leading to Humphries’s 
wagon yard, The case was made by Kil- 
patrick. 

John Humphries preferred the charges 
against the officers and they have been 
filed with the acting chief of police, and 
wiil come up before the board at the next 
meeting. 

The officers state that the row started 
when they took away from Humphries’s 
wagon yard a horse and wegon which had 
been stolen from Judge J. K, Hines and left 
there by the thief. Humphries objected to 
them moving the team until the man who 
left it there showed up. This seems to 
have caused bad blood. Humphries com- 
plains that Patrolman Key has been inter- 
fering with his business without any rea- 
son; Key says he has only been doing his 
duty and never interfered with Hum- 
phries’s place except to keep order. He 
claims that Humphries has been angry 
with him ever since he went on that beat 
and began to make the drunken negroeg 
Keep off the street and out of the wagon 
yard alley. He says the charges made by 
Humphries’s brother is out of personal 
spite and will amount to nothing. 

Humphries’s case will be tried before the 
recorder this afternoon.

AN INTERESTING CASE DECIDED. 


Decision in Seymour Case Reversed by 
Supreme Court. 


The supreme court yesterday morning re- 
versed the decision of the superior court of 
Catoosa county in the case of the state 
vs. W. D. Seymour, 

At the time Seymour was brought before 
the courts he was a school teacher in Ca- 
toosa county. He was indicted for rape. 
The assault was said to have been made on 
a nine-year-old girl who was one of his 
pupils. The court returned a verdict against 
Seymour of simple assault and the case was 
brought to the supreme court. The decision 
of the higher court reverses that of the 
superior court. : 

The case is one of considerable interest 
and at the time it wes first brought before 
the courts created a great sensation.

Seymour v. The State. Before Judge Go- 
ber. Catoosa superior court. 

Simmons, C. J.—1l. In a case where the 
record discloses that an old man who had 
theretofore borne an unblemished characver 
was, upon an indictment tor rape upon @ 
child of tender years, convicted of an as- 
sauit, and where a careful study of the 
evidence for the state ieads to the conclu- 
sion that, at most, a weak and unsatisfac- 
tory case against the accused was made 
out, this court will not affirm the judgment 
if there is any good reason for apprehend- 
ing that the trial was not in ali respects 
absolutely fair. 

®, When, therefore, upon the trial of such 

case, the only evidence upon behalf of 


a 
Ay accused consisted of proof strongly 


tending to show that he was, and all his 
life had been, a-man of most excellent 
character, and the judge, in his instruc- 
tions to the jury, completely ignored the 
defense thus set up, and. made no reference 
whatever to the law relating to good char- 
acter until he was about to conclude his 
charge, when, upon having his attention

But if 
the indictment which forms the basis of 
the extradition proceedings substantially 
charges a crime in conformity to the laws 
of the demanding state, the prisoner should 
not be releasea, however defective such 
indictment might be either at common iaw 
Or under the well known rules of criminal 
procedure, 

6. The indictment in this case is suffi- 
cient to raise the presumption that it con- 
forms to the laws of the demanding state 
in charging a crime; and the burden was 
on the petitioner of showing the contrary. 

7. In a judicial inquiry as to what are 
the laws of such state, the courts, in a 
case of this character, will not be restrict- 
ed to the rigid rule of considering only 
such testimony as may be formaliy ten- 
dered in evidence by the parties; but will 
Seek the best sources of information at 
their command, to ascertain the laws of 
the demanding state on the subject. 

8. The indictment above mentioned suf- 
ficiently charged a crime, under the laws 
of Maryland, to authorize the governor of 
this state to issue his warrant for the ar- 
rest and delivery of the accused; and it 
not being made to appear that he acted 
contrary to law or without its sanction, 
the judge below erred in releasing the pris- 
oner from the custody of the agent of 
the state of Maryland.

Lumpkin, P. J.—A contract ‘for the pur- 
chase and sale of cotton futures is a 
gaming contraet, and therefore illegal and 
contrary to public policy. This being. so, 
neither such a contract nor the loss or 
gain resulting therefrom can be invoked to 
measure the damages sustained by a 
party thereto in consequence of the failure 
or refusal of a bank to comply with its 
agreement to advance to him money which 
he intended to use as a ‘‘margin”’ in con- 
ducting a speculation in such “futures.”’

vacation and to put some one temporarily 
in his place. Colonel Russell, who was 
then general counsei for the company, Was 
put in charge with the title, acting presi- 
dent. He was already vwice president of 
the company. 

Colonel Russell has worked his own way 
to the top. He is fifty-two years old, 
though he coes not. look it. He was born 
in Franklin county, Alabama, in 1845. His 
father soon after moved to Mississippi and 
the boy went to an old field school there. 
His father was a farmer and Ed plowed a 
mule and hoed corn and chopped cotton 
from the time he was twelve years old un- 
til the war broke out. He joined the con- 
federate army as a private and was twice 
wounded, once at Murfreesboro and again 
at Chickamauga. He was in the hottest of 
the fighting around Atianta and for his 
galiantry on the field in the battle of 
Jonesboro he was made color-bearer cf 
the Forty-first Mississippi regiment. He 
took part in Hood's raid on Nashvilie and 
was in the midst of the miseries of the re- 
treat to Tupelo, Miss. His last service was 
in the Mobile bay campaign. 

When the war ended the young soldier, 
who was only twenty years old then, re- 
turned to Verona, Miss., and planted a 
crop of corn that summer, 1865. The next 
year he made another crop. In the fall of 
1863 he entered the service of Norton & 
Co., of Tupelo, Miss., who were engaged in 
general trade in tnuat place. He remained 
with them until 1871, woen, having married 
Emma Davis, the daughter of Marien J. 
Davis, a successful planter, he started out 
to Texas to carve a fortune for himself. 
He settled in Caldwell county and engaged 
in farming. During all these years he had 
been at odd times reading law. He had’ 
had about six months schooling after he 
returned from the war, but he was a hard 
Student and possessed a good memory. 
What he learned he could use, and he made 
it his practice to keep it in constant use. 
He became from the start an expressive 
man. He had tiie full use of his faculties 
and of his knowledge. He was admitted tio 
the bar after his first year’s crop was laid 
by. This was in August, 1871. In January 
of the next year he returned to Verona, 


where he began the practice of his pro- 


fession, continuing it in that and the sur-' 
rounding counties for four years, during 
which time he attained to such a position 
as to command the confidence of the best 
business men of that part of the country. 

In the spring of 1875 Colonel William 
Butler Duncan, receiver of the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad, desiring the services of a 
young, active and energetic lawver from 
the state of Mississippi, made application 
to the late R. O. Reynolds, of Aberdeen, 
Miss., for the suggestion of a geuitable 
young man for the position, the result pe- 
ing that Colonel.

While the 
fever prevailed, the communities and the 
states through which the railroad ran 
imposed upon his managemént the most 
drastic quarantine restrictions known to 
history. Notwithstanding these obstacles 
and untoward conditions, the company, 
during the first year of Mr. Russell's ad- 
ministration, earned more gross. and net 
revenue than it had ever earned at ary 
time in its history. Mr. Russell has, ty 
his clear-headed business methods, tact in 
his dealings with the public. and his able 
executive capacities, won his way to the 
front rank among the leading rallroad 
men of the United States. 


THE RAILROAD COMPANY WON. 


Jury in the Aitkens Case Brings in a 
Verdict for the Defendant. 


Fairburn, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—Much 
interest has been manifested in the trial 
of the case of Mrs. Nora Aitkens aga'nst 
the Atlanta and West Point Railroad Com- 
pany for damages, which case has con- 
sumed the first part of the session of 
Campbell superior court. The plaintiff is 
the widow of Engineer W. H. Aitkens, 
who was killed in a collision on the de- 
fendant’s road in 18% and was suing for 
$30,000 damages for his death. 

In a former trial a large verdict was 
rendered in favor of the plaintiff and this 
fact, together with the sensational char- 
acter of the testimony and the large num- 
ber of witnesses subpoenaed, attracted con- 
siderable attention to the ease. 

The lawyers on both sides of the case 
presented their views with great earnest- 
ness and ability and altogether the case 
was one of the most notable that has ever 
been tried in the courts of this county. 
The arguments were able and eloquent and 
every view of the case was presented to 
the jury by counsel. 

After the charge of the court the jury 
retired, and after being out about three 
hours, brought in a verdict in favor of 
the railroad company.
